How These Who Dwell in Other Cities 
Fared— The Record, 

Chicago has resumed her record for sum- 
mer resort weather. While the heated term 
continued to grow more heated in other cities 
it was comparatively cool here yesterday, the 
maximum temperature, according to the sig- 
nal service, bemg 82°. In other words the 
temperature went down 14° yesterday. Mean- 
while the citizens of other places have been 
sweltering. The signal service report showed 
that in New York it was piping hot all day, 
the thermometer registering 94°. Philadel- 
phia’s temperature was 96°. Boston was 
cooler at 84°, but the signal serv- 
ice said last night that, according. to 
indications, the Bostonians would be 
warmer today. St. Louis thermometers 
registered 96°; Washington, 94°; Cairo, 90°; 
Indianapolis, 84°; and Springfield, 92°. 
Throughout Colorado, Nebraska, and Kansas 
the temperature was from 86° to 90°. The in- 
dications for today are that the weather here 
may be 2° or 3° warmer than yesterday, and 
throughout the State there will not be much 
difference. According to signal service indi- 
cations, by next Wednesday cooler weather 
will prevail throughout the country.

Wolfgang Ballestrom Will Leave His West- 
ern Shanty for His F Palace. 
Santa Cruz, Cal., Aug. 10.—[ Special. For 
three or four months two Germans have been 
living here very much like tramps, with only 
a miserable little shanty in Blackburn Guich 
for a home. One had inquired often at the 
postofiice for a letter for Wolfgang Ballestrom. 
The letter came Friday, and. was addressed 
to Count Wolfgang Ballestrom, and the deliv- 


| ery clerk was. doubtful if it could be meant 


for the shabby. individual who applied. Wolf- 
gang said in a quiet and gentlemanly tone, 
with a slight German accent: “It is for me.“ 

He took the letter and opened it in the pres- 
ence of the postmaster and a friend. It proved 
to be from the German Consul af San Fran- 
cisco, announcing the death of Wolfgang's 
father near Berlin, Germany, and the inher- 
itance of the estates and title by Wolfgang, 
who is the eldest son. He took the news quiet- 
ly, and when the clerk said, I suppose you 
are happy now, merely replied with a shrug 
of his shoulders,’ O, it is very pleasant to 
have the money, but Iam always happy.“ 

Saturday a good-sized draft for current ex- 
penses was received by the man, who has more 
than once asked for food at the doors of the 
Santa Cruz houses and who has been support- 
ed by the Germans here. The present Count 
Wolfgang Ballestrom is a young man of 33, 
of good height, weighs 150 pounds, and when 
subjected to modern improvements will be a 
handsome and aristocratic-looking fellow. 
He speaks German and English fluently. 

His attorney here, Lucas F. Smith, has had 
correspondence with Maj.-Gen. Ballestrom, 
administrator of the estate, and has received a 
certified copy of the father’s will, which be- 
queaths half a million of property to Wolf- 
gang. It is somewhat hampered by restric- 
tions, as the young man has been wild, and it 
was feared he would squander the estate. He 
has a wife in the East, from whom he is tem- 
porarily separated. Count Ballestrom will 
soon go to Germany, assume the title, and 
take charge of the estate of his late father. 


EXPLORATIONS IN THE OHIO CAVERN, 


George Ungart Discovers That His Farm 
Is Hotllow—A Historic Place. 
Spzinorretp,’O:, Aug. 10.—[Special.]—The 
great cavern accidentally discovered near 
Bellefontaine is still the object of much curi- 
osity and speculation, and a party of men is 
making preparations to thoroughly explore 
the mammoth wonder. George Ungart, while 
hunting on his farm, noticed a depression in 
the ground, and on investigating discovered a 
small hole in the depression. He cut around 
the hole until the underlying stone formation 
ten feet from the surface slightly separated, 
leaving an opening sufficiently large to 
admit a man. Ungart procured a rope 
and descended thirty feet to a stone- 
walled chamber, from which led an irregular 
hallway 600 feet long and from three feet high 
in some places to forty-five in others. A small 
party of men explored part of the cave Sun- 
day and discovered a slippery natural stair- 
way ten feet long leading down into a spa- 
cious and magnificent room, the largest yet 
discovered. The stone floor of the room is 
covered with ponderous broken stones which 
have fallen from the rocky ceiling. As this 
room was damp and muddy it was not thor- 
oughly explored yesterday. The ceiling is 
covered with stalactites. The hallways lead- 
ing from the main hall have not been ex- 
plored. The cavern takes historic interest 
from the fact that it is near where Simon 
Kenton, the American 1 ioneer Indian fighter 
and companion of Daniel Boone, is buried.

ACCUSED OF BURGLARY. 


A SENSATIONAL CASE AT RACINE IN- 
VOLVING A PHYSICIAN, | 


Larson Christenson, Postmaster at Raymond 
Center, Claims to Have Seen Dr. C. N. 
Palmer Enter His Store at Night—He 
Says He Had Missed a Number of Things 
and Was Watching for the Thief—The 
Allegation Denied—Politics in the Case. 


Racine, Wis., has a sensation of unusual 
proportions. A prominent physician, an 
active politician, and a man who has hereto- 
fore enjoyed an enviable reputation is the cen- 


tral figure, 


Eight miles north of Racine is thé little 
hamlet of Raymond Center, and Dr. C. N. 
Palmer is the village physician, and; until the 
last county convention, was the political 
leader of the district. As an aspirant for 
county honors he was unsuccessful. His vo- 
litical enemies in his district succeeded in de- 
feating him, and this is said to be the primary 
cause of the doctor’s present dilemma. Many 
of those with whom Dr. Palmer had been 
closely allied, according to the doctor’s pres- 
ent friends, conspired to politically assasinate 
him, and not a few urge that the conspiracy 
extended even further. 

Larson Christensen is the Postmaster at 
Raymond Center. He is also the village mer- 
chant and is credited with being somewhat of 
a politician himself. His interests and those 
of Dr. Palmer were not always the same, it is 
said. Their ideas some times differed, but 
there is no available evidence to show at this 
time that Christensen was a party to the al- 
leged conspiracy. 

Christensen says he had missed money and 
articles of merchandise from his store, and 
also postage stamps from the postoffice.. He 
says he determined to ascertain where these 
articles went, and, with a friend, secreted him- 
self in his store last Friday night. They 
watched and waited all night long, but no 
burglar appeared. They discovered nothing 
and heard nothing. Saturday night the 
lonely vigil was renewed. At 11 
o'clock, while secreted in the rear of 
the store, Christensen says, they heard a noise 
at the front store door, They waited pat ieut- 
ly. A key was inserted in the lock, the door 
carefully opened, and a man entered. The 
man then as carefully locked the door on the 
inside. A step or two toward the rear of the 
store followed, and then the man paused. He 


took a match from his pocket, lit it, and ap- 


plied the burning pine to a lantern whith he 
held in his hand. e then moved. toward the 
cash drawer and was about to examire its 
contents when he is supposed to have dis- 
covered Christensen and his friena in the rear 
of the store. The man fled precipitovsly. In 
his flight, Christensen says, he left his key on 
the inside of the door. Christensen and his 
friend followed, but soon lost sight of the man 
in the darkness. 

Christensen made affidavit before Justice 
Upchurch of Racine late Saturday night that 
the bold burglar was none other than Dr. C. N. 
Palmer, and that affidavit has caused the sen- 
sation. 

Dr. Palmer Gives Himself Up. 

A warrant was issued and placed in the hands 

of Sheriff Rowan. Before the Sheriff could 


serve the warrant and bring his prisoner to- 


Racine a brother of the doctor, who for four 
years was the County Clerk of Racine County, 
heard of the warrant and himself drove out to 
Raymond Center. When he reached the home 


of his brother he found his father, the Hon. N 8 


H. Palmer of Waterford, at the house, 
brother announced his mission, = 
father and two sous drove into sd gee 
Sunday evening, and the alleged barglar was 
surrendered to Sheriff Rowan, who, by agrée- 
ment, took the accused before Justice Up- 
church, Juage E. O. Hand, the District At- 
torney, appeared for the State, and Messrs. 
Cooper and Nelson were retained for the de- 
fense. The case was informally. discussed 
until the expiration 6f the midnight hour, 
when, at 1 o’clock Monday morning, Justice 
Upchureh accepted the bail bona of the Hon. 
N. H. Palmer in the sum of $600 and the ac- 
cused doctor was permitted to return home. 
The formal hearmg will be held the 18th inst. 

Dr. Palmer declined to talk yesterday, His 
attorneys had advised him to say nothing and 
he did not propose to do so. Mr. Cooper, one 
of his attorneys, said he had been called in the 
ease unexpectedly and had little time to 
familiarize himself with the details. 

„My client says he was playing a social 
game of cards with a friend at his own house 
Saturday evening, said Mr. Cooper, and 
that it was 11 o’clock when the game was con- 
cluded and the friend departed. Shortly after 
the departure of his friend. the doctor re- 
tired. He had not got to sleep when he 
heard an unusual noise on the street or 
highway and got up. Partially dressed 
he went into the street. Seeing nothing he 
went in the direction of the house of George 
West, where he observed a man named Wait 
on the porch. Wait works for or lives with 
Mr. West. He asked Wait what the noise was, 
and received the reply that he did not know. 
The doctor then returned to his ‘home. Be- 
yond this he claims to have no knowledge of 
the affair. 

Who the friend of the doctor is with whom 
he was engayed in a social game of cards does 
not appear. His identity is withheld for the 
present. He will probably materialize at the 
hearing when the defense: will attempt to 
prove an alibi. 

Dr. Palmer’s neighbors, at least those who 
are friendly to the physician, aver that the 
prosecution is the outgrowth of an old feud. 
They say the complainant, Christensen, was 
at one time suffering from various complaints 
and that the doctor attended him, Christen- 
sen believed the doctor was not benefiting 
him any and dismissed him. It is alleged 
that this made the doctor angry. He refused 
to have further relations with Christensen. He 
did not trade at the Christensen store after 
his dismissal. Christensen, according to the 
same authority, thereafter gave his political 
strength to advance the ambit. s of George 
West. The combination has been strong 
enough to defeat Dr. Palmer’s aspirations re- 
cently. Dr. Palmer’s friends also significantly 
point to the fact that the witness whom the 
prosecution rely on in part to secure a con- 
viction is the man Wait, whom he accosted the 
night of the burglary. 

Says It Is a Conspiracy. 

‘County Clerk Palmer, the brother of the ac- 
| cused, claims that his brother is the victim of 
a conspiracy. He claims there was nothing 
of value in the store to steal, the proprietor 
taking the money home with him every even- 
ing. with the exception of a few nickels. No 
goods of any known value were missing, and 
the few stamps Christensen claims to have 
been short each quarter might have disap- 
peared in an innocent manner or as the result 
of carelessness ou his part. 

Christensen and those incidentally associated 
with him in the prosecution evince no disposi- 
tion to talk. Judge Hand, the District-Attor- 
ney. said yesterday: 

“IT was utterly confounded when called 
upon to frame an information. I could not 
believe that Dr. Palmer would be even con- 
structively guilty of sucha charge. He has 
been one of the most prominent physicans in 
the county. He has been politically active 
and by reason of his activity doubtless made 
a great many enemies, but that he would steal 
is something beyond my present comprehen- 
sion. I can see no motive in it. There was

The meeting 
was in charge of John B. Scroggs, bead of the 
Kansas City, Kas., bar. A committee of fif- 
teen was appointed to call at the Council 
Chamber and present the protest before the 
ordinance could be passed. The crowd joined 
the committee and as the march proceeded 
shouts of Lynch them and Hang them“ 
filled the air. In the meantime the council 
had been informed of the progress of 
the mob and a hasty adjournment 
was taken. The last Alderman 
had barel escaped when the ad- 
vance guard of the mob rushed into the 
chamber to be disappointed in finding it 
empty.

stitution because of its silver views. But Editor 
Medill can't .deceive us. He is angry with the 
Constitution because it refuses to indorse his 
proposition to sow the face of the earth in alfaifa. 
Atlanta Constitution. 

That is a mistake; he would only sow those 


parts of the face of the earth with alfalfa , 


| where it grew better than any other useful 


yerdure. The Northern States, Kentucky, and 
Texas have grasses better suited to their soils 
and climate than alfalfa, while it is better 
adapted to California, Colorado, and Utah 
and grows more prolificaily than any other herb- 
age. Whatever herbage will grow best in 
Georgia is the one to introduce. If any kind 
can be made to grow in that State half as 
luxuriantly as blue grass grows in Kentucky 
or the native grasses of Texas flourish there 
it would be worth more to the farmers of 
Georgia than the cotton crop of the State. 
The main agricultural destitution of that and 
several other Southern States is the absence 
or lack of herbage. What they so greatly 
need is grass for pasturage; it would be mill- 
ions in their pockets if they had it. Nothing 
would so attract immigration and that of the 
best class. The Atlanta Constitution would serve 
the interest of its State infinitely better by 
urging upon the farmers the introduction of 
some pasture grass that will grow in Georgia 
than by advocating the debasement of the 
currency and the divorcement of gold from 
| the circulating medium of the country. 


SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS AND ILLINOIS 
LAWS. 

At a meeting night before last the Rev. Mr. 
McLean, the Secretary of the American Sab- 
bath Union, used the following curious lan- 
guage : 

I thank God I was brought up to observe the 
Sabbath as sacred. Look how the Sabbath is 
kept in Chicago. We would not make men re- 
ligious by law, but we want men to be law abid- 


ing. 

The public press has done more to desecrate the 
Sabbath here than any other agency. Let the 
Sunday newspapers be a thing of the past. Chris- 
tian men should put no advertisement in Sunday 
papers. No one can read the Sunday papers for 
two hours Sunday morning, then go to church 
and enjoy God's word. You can’t serve God and 
Mammon. When Christians shall quit reading or 
advertising in Sunday papers we will have taken 
a long stride forward. I pray that all Christians 
of every denomination may unite in shutting out 
the Sunday papers. 

The reverend gentleman i is evidently as 1gno- 
rant of the laws of Chicago and Illinois on the 
Sunday question as he is of those of Moses and 
Christ. For the purpose of enlightening him 
and preventing him from making Again the 


Turnunm will inform him that there is no city 
ordinance forbidding the publication of Sun- 
day papers. Nor is there one forbidding peo- 
ple to go to the parks on the first day of the 
week and ordering them to goto church. The 
State Sunday law reads as follows: 

Whoever disturbs the peace and good order of 
society by labor (works of necessity and charity 
excepted) or by any amusement or diversion on 
Sunday shall be fined not exceeding $25. 

That which offends the prejudices and whims 
of certain persons is not “a disturbance of 
the peace and good order of society.“ The 
Sunday papers have appeared regularly in 
this city for the last thirty odd years. The 
Rev. Mr. McLean cannot show—nor can any 
other man—that there has ever been 6 Sunday 
riot, tumult, or disturbance of any kind occa- 
sioned by their issue on Sunday. Far from 
interfering with peace and good order on Sun- 
day they have promoted it. Hence they have 
broken no Iilinoislaw. Let him mark that 
point. 

The Mosaic legislation on the subject of the 
Sabbath applies tothe seventh day of the 
week, or Saturday alone, and not to Sunday, 
the first day. And as the Mosaic code never 
was reénacted by the Illinois Legislature it 
has no force in this State on any day. Nor 
can the Rev. Mr. McLean quote from the 
sermons or sayings of Jesus anything against 
Sunday newspapers or their equivalent. Not 
one word can he find against the publication 
of news on the first orseventh day of the 
week. Christ did not say that a person who 
happened to have some news, foreign or do- 
mestic, should abstain from telling it to his 
friends or neighbors on Saturday or Sunday, 
nor did he order friends and neighbors not to 
listen to the relation of news. And between a 
man giving out news—as was the practice be- 
fore the days of papers—and a paper doing it 
there is no difference in law or morals, In 
other words, Jesus did not forbid the diffusion 
of intelligence and morality among men on any 
day. Who authorized the Rev. Mr. McLean 
to take it on himself to do so? Christ declared 
that even the Mosaic seventh day, Saturday 
Sabbath, was made for man and not man for 
the Sabbath, as Mr. McLean appears to think ; 
and he went about on that day doing good, 


Sabbatarian Pharisees. 

The minister who has anything interesting 
to say has no trouble in Chicago to fill every 
seat in his church to overflowing on Sunday 
morning. The Rev. Dr. Swing or Thomas, 
or Mr. Moody, or other able preachers find 
none. Those preachers never had any cause 
to complain of the Sunday papers robbing 
them of audiences. Those whodo the scold- 
ing, and whining, and denouncing are the 
ones whose tongues have not been touched by 
Pentecostal fire, and who are dull and unat- 
tractive. If the Sunday papers were abolished 
church attendance would not increase unless 
preachers grew more eloquent; and if more 
men did go it would be to nap and doze or let 
their thoughts wander far off. But if there 
were no Sunday papers tens of thousands of 
men who spend the day at home reading them 
would haunt the saloons instead. If the Rev.

and Courier quotes triumphantly a letter 
from Mr. Lincoln to show that the North did 
not fight to liberate the slaves, The letter is 
the famous one in which Mr. Lincoln replied 
to Mr. Greeley’s request that he emancipate 
the blacks. It contains these passages: 

As to the policy I seem to be pursuing, as you 
say, I have not meant t leave any one in doubt. 
I would save the Union. I would save it in the 
shortest way under the Constitution. 

The sooner the national authority can be re- 
stored the nearer the Union will be to the Union 
as it was. 

If there be those who would not save the Union 
unless they Gould at the same time save slavery I 
do not agree with them. 

If there be those who would not save the Union 
unless they could at the same time destroy slavery 
1 do not agree with them. 

My paramount object is to save the Union and 
not either to save or destroy slavery. 

If I could save the Union without freeing any 


all the slaves I would do it; and if I could do. it 
| by freeing some and leaving others alone 1 would 
also do that. 


What I do about.slavery and the negro race I do 
because I believe it helps to save the Union, and 
what I forbear I forbear because I do not believe 
it would help to save the Union. 

All that this letter shows is Mr. Lincoln’s 
wish to keep the oath which he had sworn to 
to defend and maintain the Union. He did not 
care how he saved the Union, so that it was 
saved. If it was necessary to kill Southern 
rebels in battle, though he hated bloodshed, 
he would do it. If it was necessary to eman- 
cipate the blacks at one sweep he would do 
that, though he had preferred gradual eman- 
cipation and compensation to owners. When 
Mr. Lincoln wrote this letter he was not 80 
much concerned about what caused the war as 
how to end it successfully. Officially the war 
he was carrying on was one for the preserva- 
tion of the Union. Actually it was to remove 
the cause of disunion by destroying slavery, 
a wicked practice which had ‘put in peril the 
existence of the Union. A doctor is nominal- 
ly called in to save the life of a patient. Actu- 
ally he is called cn to free him of pneumonia 
or diphtheria, or whatever has caused his ill- 
ness. 

Mr. Lincoln saw that the existence of slav- 
ery endangered the Union many years before 
the rebellion began. He said at Springfield, 
June 17, 1858, in a speech to a State conven- 
tion very deliberately considered: 

We are now far into the fifth year since a policy 
was initiated with the avowed object and confi- 
dent promise of putting an end to slavery agita- 
tion [meaning the repeal of the Missouri Com- 
promise]. Under the operation of that policy 
that agitation has not only not ceased but has 
constantly augmented. In my opinion it will not 
cease until a crisis shall have been reached and 
passed. A house divided against itself cannot 
stand. I believe this government cannot endure 
permanently half slave and half free. 1 do not 
expect the Union to be dissalved; I do not expect 
the house to fall; but I do expect it will cease to 
be divided, It will become all one thing or all the 
other. Either the opponents of slavery will arrest 
the further spread of it and place it where the 
public mind shall rest in the belief that it is in 


the course of ultimate extinction, or its advocates 
will push it forward till it shall become alike law- 


well as South. 

Lincoln saw that sfavery or freedom would 
necessarily become universal if the Union 
was to hold together, but he did not say that 
he foresaw the war which was to result in the 
victory of the latter. When he wrote to Mr. 
Greeley in 1868 he was able to see the horri- 
ble results of slavery more clearly than he did 
four years before, when he made that remark- 
able speech to the people of Illinois, and to 
feel all the more keenly the necessity of root- 
ing it out. When he said if he could save the 
Union without freeing a slave he would do so, 
he spoke as he felt, and yet he knew that it was 
impossible to secure perpetuity for the Union 
without abolishing human bondage in the 
South. The “house divided against itself 
of Lincoln and the irrepressible conflict of 
Mr. Seward prove that these two men had no 
doubt that the destruction of slavery was 
necessary to the perpetuity of the Union, and 
that anything short of extirpation would be a 
mere palliative, leaving the disease in the sys- 
tem. They had seen the Missouri Compro- 
mise, made to pacify slavery, broken to 
please the slavemasters. They had seen 
bloodshed in Kansas and slave-hunters in the 
North, both due to slavery, and they felt that 
to end the cursed thing was the only way to 
stop such things and give lasting peace and 
safety. 

Nor was there any more doubt at the South 
on this subject of the relation of slavery and 
the war. Alexander H. Stephens of Georgia, 
Vice-President of the Confederacy, said in his 
Savannah speech of 1861, just before the re- 
bellion fired its first shot at the Union: 

The new [Confederate] Constitution [made at 
Montgomery. Ala.} has put at rest forever all the 
| agitating questions relating to our peculiar in- 
stitutions—African slavery as it exists among us 
the proper status of the negro in our form of 
civilization. This was the immediate cause of the 
late rupture and present revolution. Jefferson, 
in his forecast, had anticipated this as the rock 
upon which the old Union would split.” He was 
right. What was conjecture with him was now 
a realized fact. 

Our new government is founded upon exactly 

the opposite idea; its foundations are laid, its 
corner-stone rests upon the great truth that 
the negro is not equal to the white man, that 
slavery—subordination to the superior race—is his 
natural and. normal condition. This, our new 
government, is the first in the history of the 
— based u on this great physical and moral 
truth. 
Those who fought for the Confederate 
cause and Const‘tution fought for the main- 
tenance of slavery. Had there been no slav- 
ery in the South it never would have had a 
“cause”’ for secession. Those who fought 
for the National Union did so to abolish slav- 
ery, for if it had not existed the Union would 
never have been endangered by rebellion. 
All knew that. Therefore, President Polk of 
the Alliance was correct and the papers which 
are attacking him are trying to pervert the 
history of their country, 


THE “WORLD” ANSWERED.

Its proposition would let 
into the United States free of duty the iron 
and steel and cotton and woolen goods, glass, 
pottery, and other manufactures of Europe, 
the result of which would of course be highly 
beneficial to the manufacturers on the other 
side of the Atlantic. They would get a largely 
increased market for their manufactured 
goods and would not be charged a single mill 
more for whatever they took from us. It would 
be an unquestionable advantage to them, but 
there would be no greater market for American 
products abroad. There would be no stipula- 
tion for the removal of duties barring out 


American breadstuffs and provisions and no 


éxclusive market secured for anything we have 
to sell, as is the case with Santo Domingo. 
But on the other side of the bad bargain would 
be immense damage by the prostration of a 
great many American interests. till forced to 
the adoption of the European wage scale, 
which would further impoverish our home 
markets by reducing the ability of workers to 
buy and consume farm products. The World’s 
eagerness to espouse the cause of its manu- 


’ facturing pets on the other side of the ocean 


has led it into a bad display of ignorance in 


regard to the aims and value of the reciprocity 1 
, policy. 


TRUSTS ARE ILLEGAL. 

The Illinois Court of Appeals has confirmed 
the judgment of the lower court in the case of 
More and Dundas agamst Bennett, Edwards, 
and Pettit, and in doing so added to the long 
list of decisions declaring the illegality of 
combinations or agreements designed to sup- 
press competition in any industry. The court 
(Waterman) held that in the case at issue the 
public had a right to obtain the things neces- 
sary for its use upon fair competition in a free 
and open market, that particular service being 
shorthand reporting which was paid for by 
the County of Cook. But on the general issue 
the court said: 

It has from time immemorial been an industrial 
maxim that competition is the life of trade, while 
«monopolies have been odious, Combinations look - 
ing to the destruction of competition have, there- 
fore, always been unfavorably regarded by the 


law, for it is manifest that without competition 
there can be no such freedom of trade. 


It will be observed that this decision was 
not rendered in obedience to a statute, but 
under the common law, and the same right of 
the public has been repeatedly affirmed by 
the courts of New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Louisiana, California, and several other States. 
But in this State a special protection of the 
public against the operations of trust com- 
binations has been provided by a statute en- 
acted at the last session. The act provides 
that if any corporation, partnership, or indi- 
vidual shall become a party to any pool, com- 
bination, or agreement, or understanding 
with any other, to regulate or fix the price or 
to limit the quantity of any article of mer- 
chandise or commodity to be produced or sold 
in this State, he or they shall be 
deemed and adjudged guilty of a con- 
spiracy to defraud. If found guilty, such 
company, firm, or association shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $500 nor 
more than $2,000 for the first offense, for the 
second not less than $2,000 nor more than 
$5,000, for the third not less than $5,000 nor 
more than $10,000, and for each subsequent 
offense $15,000. Also any officer, agent, or 
receiver, or any member of such association 
may be punished by a fine of not less than $200 
nor more than $1,000, or by confinement of 
one year in the county jail, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. Any contract or agree- 


ment in violation of these provisions shall be 


voids and any purchaser of any article or com- 
modity from any such trust combination or 
its agents shall not be liable for the price 
thereof. It is made the duty of the prosecut- 
ing attorneys and the Attorney-General to en- 
force the provisions of the act. 

Here are both the common law and the 
State law arrayed against all trusts and com- 
binations either to lessen the quantity of 
labor to be performed: or to fix the prices 
which shall be paid by the consumer of any 
article produced or sold. It is sweeping law, 
apparently covering the ground so thoroughly 
that there is no escape for the trust unless it 
be from failure of the State’s-Attorneys to do 
their duty in présecuting every one who is 
known to be engaged in the nefarious work 
of combining to influence either prices or the 
volume of production. And it should be noted 
that the State officials will not dare to refuse 
to act if their attention is called by citizens to 
particular cases in which there is good rea- 
son to believe the law is being broken. It 
is in the power of any citizen to insist that 
the State’s-Attorney shall prosecute. The 
United States District Attorney has already 


signified his intention to act under the laws of 


the nation in the prosecution of two combina- 
tions alleged to be practically trusts, and it is 
to be hoped he will not be discouraged from 
carrying out the resolve. After he has done 
so there are others that will demand attention, 
but the State officials need not wait for the 
outcome ot his action. They can proceed on 


„State lines and by so doing show that they 


merit the confidence reposed in them by the 
people, The trust is equally objectionable in 
principle whether it be to put up the price of 
coal or kerosene, wheat or corn, beef or pork, 
oil or milk, and should be stamped out in 
deference to the right and the united demand 
of a free people. 


KIND WORDS FOR CHICAGO, 

London’s faith in the success of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago grows 
apace, judging from the tone of the British 
press—especially the Liberal section thereof. 
In a long article in the London Daily News of 
the 30th ult. it is predicted that Chicago 
must succeed because it cannot afford to fail. 
It has thrown down a challenge to the world 
in convening the nations to a great trial of 
industrial strength on American soil. The 
Exhibition is to be international, and one of 
the Commissioners has gone so far as to say 
that if our country in particular wishes to 
give the United States an object lesson it will 
never have such another opportunity.” The 
News, which, it should be mentioned, is the 
special organ of the Gladstonians and the 
leader of the Liberal journals, criticises the 
rather exuberant Commissioner for his use of 
the word never, and perhaps justly. But 
there must be some allowance for enthusiasm. 

The London journal correctly appreciates 
the advantages which Chicago enjoys over 
New York, saying: 


It (Chicago] hes wrested the lead in 
oe aR Nae me 
naturally watch 
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at the Paris Exhibition in 1889. And it adds: 
The entire space within the boundaries will 
be seven hundred and sixty acres. A little 
more than that withdrawn from general use 
might be enough to cause aland famine in 
some of the smaller States of the Old World.” 
The News has many other pleasant things to 
say about Chicago and the World's Fair and 
predicts that after the event and after travel- 
ing and wealthy Englishmen have, sq to 
speak, sampled of America’s products here 
in 1898 they will visit us in much larger num- 
bers, paying less heed to the so-called attrac- 
tions of Continental Europe, for in its judg- 
ment few of them will be able to resist the 
attractions of the mighty Fair at Chicago, 
and they will find an incomparable interest 
in America, in its energy, in its freshness, in 
its intense seriousness of youth and hope.” 


MUST COMBINE AGAINST AMERICA, 

The North German Gazette semi-officially de- 
clares that Germany intends to conclude commer- 
cial treaties with all the powers, including France, 
‘insisting that all Europe must combine in self- 
defense against America. The article asserts 
that Germany Will aim at isolating the United 
States commercially rather than France, 

Does any one in Germany think she can 


‘ conclude commercial treaties with all the 


European nations binding them not to buy 
American foodstuffs when European crops 
sare short, as is the case this year? Are they 
likely to make a treaty to go hungry to spite 
the Americans? Is it proposed to do without 
American cotton? What will they sub- 
stitute for it! If they attempt to ex- 
clude American cotton they will give this 
country the chance to supply all the rest of 
theavorld with manufactured cotton goods of 
all kinds. Is it proposed to exclude the su- 
perior American petroleum from Europe and 
give the monopoly of supply to Russia for her 
Caspian Sea inferior article? It is not likely 
that such a scheme can be carried out, but 
even if it was this country could survive it. 

What else of any account does Europe pur- 
chase from this country except agricultural 
products and petroleum? And she buys the 
smallest quantity of each product that she can 
get along with aud at the lowest possible 
price to which she can bear the market. 
This talk of a commercial league against 
the United States is sheer nonsense because it 
is impracticable. 

It may not be pleasing tosome manufact- 
urers of the continental nations tosee this 
country reaching out after a larger trade with 
the sister American republics under Blaine’s 
reciprocity scheme, but they will have to grin 
and bear it. We have a perfect right to ex- 
change surplus products with all the Latin- 
American countries and itis nobody’s busi- 
ness but ours and theirs. We havea right to 
pay for our imported sugar and coffee. with 
farm and factory products and no European 
nation has any right to object to it. It isour 
privilege to attend to our own business and to 
‘promote our own interests,

In answer to my 
advertisement of property I had to lease I was 
approached by a broker who has been iden- 
titied with these deals. He said he had a client 
wishing to take a ninety-nine year lease of the 
property at a big valuation. I told him to 
submit the property to his client on a basis of 
6 per cent on $100,000.

Instructions, will 
go from San Francisco by another Alas- 
kan steamer leaving this week for the 
Mohican to follow the Marion and the Alert 
through the Aleutian Islands to the China 
coast. 

The department’s orders to the Alert and 
Mohican are in a measure discretionary with 
their respective commanding officers. From 
the instructions now on the way they will 
understand that the situation in China is 
serious and that they are expected to proceed 
post-haste to that country just the moment the 
ships can * leave the seal-fishing grounds. 
The Marion, which is in the beat repair of the 
three ships named, will be the first to reach 
the China coast. It is now somewhere in the 
Aleutian Islands. It should receive its orders 
within a week, and if it leaves at once as 
directed it should reach Shanghai a week later, 
or at least by Aug. 30. The leston will be 
coming along a fewdayslater. The latter will 
be the first of the new navy represented on the 
China station. |
